I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts, 
which give, by Counties and Provinces, the acreage under Crops, 
and the number and description of Live Stock in 1890. 

The materials necessary for the compilation of these Statistics 
were obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
Metropolitan Police, -who discharged this important duty with 
zeal and efficiency. 

The Abstracts have been carefully compiled from summaries 
made by the Enumerators, and may in some slight degree differ 
from the revised figures which will be subsequently published.

Division of The total extent under crops in 1890 is 4,918,965 acres, being 
Uu ‘ 1 ' a net decrease on the extent in 1889 of 137,051 acres, or 2-7 per 
cent. There was a decrease in leinster of 36,105 acres, or 2-6 
per cent. ; in Munster, of 43,696 acres, or 3’5 per cent.; in Ulster 
of 31,655 acres, or 1'8 per cent.; and in Connaught, of 25,595 
acres, or 3 - 8 per cent. 

In 1889 the extent returned under grass was 9, 90S, 297 acres, 
in 1890 the amount returned is 10,211,174 acres, being an increase 
of 212,877 acres ; the extent returned as fallow in 1889 was 
12,450 acres, and in 1890, 15,538 acres; the extent underwoods 
and plantations in 1889 was 326,638 acres, against 327,447 acres 
in 1890 ; and the extent returned under “ Bog and Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, &c.,” in 1889 was 4,935,354 acres, against 
4,855,629 acres in 1890, being a decrease of 79,725 acres; of the 
acreage thus returned in 1S90, 1,784,717 acres have been entered 
by the enumerators as bog and marsh, and 2,185,798 acres as 
barren mountain land. 

Total Extent under. Crops. 

Cereal crops Cereal Crops. — Compared with 1889 there appears a de- 
crease of 18,711 acres in the acreage under oats; of 3,940 acres 
under barley, and of 1,311 acres under bere and rye ; while there 
is an increase of 3,463 acres under wheat, and of 13 acres under 
beans and pease ; showing a total demease of 20,486 acres in the 
extent under cereal crops. 

Green crops Green Crops. — The acreage under mangel wurzel and beet root 
has increased by 2,430 acres ; cabbage by 3,520 acres; and vetches 
and rape by 228 acres. The extent under potatoes decreased by 
6,433 acres ; turnips by 2,552 acres ; and carrots, parsnips, and 
other green crops by 2,546 acres, leaving a net decrease of 5,353 
acres in the extent under green crops. 

Flax. — The acreage under flax in 1889 was 113,652 acres, and 
in 1890 tbe extent returned under this crop is 96,871 acres, being 
a decrease of 16,781 acres. 

Meadow c ^ e rettirns ^ or 1889 & e area under meadow and clover is 

ami Clover, shown as the extent for hay only, subdivided under the headings 
“Clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation” and “Permanent 
pasture, or grass not broken up in rotation The extent for hay 
under “ Clover, &c.” in 1889, was 670,242 acres, and in 1890 is 
631,639 acres, being a decrease of 38,603 acres. The area for hay 
on permanent pasture in 1S89 was 1,517,280 acres, and in 1890 is 
.1,461,452 acres, showing a dccreo.se of 55,828 acres, being equal to a 
net decrease of 9-1,431 acres in the area under meadow and clover.

Return of Lite Stock. 

It appears from the following Table that between 1889 and 
1890 there has been an increase in the number of horses and mules 
amounting to 11,369; and in the number of cattle amounting to 
146,579 ; there has been an increase in sheep amounting to 534,618 
and pigs exhibit an increase of 189,609. Of the 15,411,109 poultry 
enumerated in 1890, 1,026,572 were turkeys, 2,211,146 were 
geese, 3,001,617 were ducks, and 9,171,774 were ordinary fowl.
